REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 16-24 are presently allowed.

The cited art of record fails to teach a RFID system comprising first and second 
reader antennas and a container for storing a plurality of items wherein the first reader 
antenna is in the form of a loop substantially surrounding a volume of the container , and 
the second reader antenna is in the form of the loop in a plane parallel with one side of 
the container as defined in claim 16 and 22.
